She added the group 
planned to talk to Shrop¬ 
shire Council about funding 
for a feasibility study. 

Mrs Chalke said: “We do 
need a study to see if there is 
a need and suitability for the 
community. At least we have 
got to try and investigate. 

“It would be a shame not 
to do something with it.” 

Shropshire Council has 
estimated the building to be 
worth about £250,000 and if 
villagers wanted to rent it, 
the figure would be £25,000 
per annum. 

There will be a meeting 
on November 13 at The 
Navigation Inn from 
7.30pm. 

Residents are worried 
that if the school building 
was lost there would be 
‘nothing left’ in the village.

THE owner of a Mid Wales airport and a former 
easyJet pilot died when the plane they were fly¬ 
ing in hit cloud-covered trees and came crashing 
down on the side of a mountain. 

Welshpool airport owner Bob Jones, 60, and Steve Carr, 55, 
from Ruthin, North Wales, died when the Piper Navajo plane 
they were flying in crashed on Long Mountain, near Welshpool 
on January 18. 

A jury at an inquest in Welshpool on Wednesday returned a 
verdict of accidental death for both men, after they heard how 
Mr Carr had been flying the plane to re-familiarise himself with

Plan hatched 
for owner's 
prize duck 

A TOP prize-winning duck has been sold for 
an amazing £1,500 after friends of his 
breeder hatched a plan to make sure he was 
not separated from his favourite bird. 

Dubbed the Red Rum of the wildfowl 
world, the Muscovy drake was among a col¬ 
lection sold at Park Hall Showground near 
Oswestry by breeder Graham Hicks from 
Selattyn. 

Dealers from around the country 
attended the sale on Sunday after word got 
out Graham was retiring and selling the 
birds, bred during a 30-year long career. 

Graham was left speechless after finding 
out the buyer who won was representing a 
syndicate of about 40 of his friends who 
secretly got together to buy his prize bird 
and return it to him as a retirement gift. 

Andy Cawthray, who was at the auction 
and part of the syndicate, said: “It is the 
most expensive waterfowl ever sold in this 
country. It was absolutely incredible. 

He said: “It was a once in a lifetime sale. 
Our syndicate was bidding for the Muscovy 
but so were at least two others. The bird is 
the Red Rum of wildfowl and there was huge 
interest. Normally a Muscovy drake would 
sell for about £20 or £30.” 

Mr Hicks, who will still be judging events, 
said: “It was a real surprise - it is nice the 
drake will be coming back to me.”

Paul Hannant from the Air Accident 
Investigations Bureau told the inquest 
there were two possible causes; the plane 
hit cloud-covered trees or part of the con¬ 
trols jammed He concluded the former was 
more likely. 

Experienced 

He said: “They were both extremely expe¬ 
rienced pilots and had both had a number of 
hours flying the Piper plane.” 

Mr Hannant said no faults had been 
found and added a report into the crash had 
found the cloud covering the trees was the 
most likely cause and that controls being 
jammed was a very rare occurrence. 

Following the inquest, the family of Bob 
Jones said: “We fully accept the coroner’s 
findings. We hope today’s proceedings may 
close a difficult chapter in our lives. We are 
proud of everything that Bob achieved; his 
memory will stay with us.” 

A statement on behalf of Mr Carr’s wife 
Tara, said: “Our lives have been altered for¬ 
ever by the loss of a wonderful man. We will 
carry our memories of him with us forever. 
We fully accept the coroner’s findings.” 

The plane had taken off at about 11.06am 
and had radioed to base to say it was coming 
back a short time later. It is believed the 
impact happened at 11.17am. 

Kate Evans, who runs the Welshpool Fly¬ 
ing School from the airport, said the two 
men had carried out all the correct safety 
checks on the plane and had re-fuelled. 

Mr Hannant said the plane was returning 
on a wider route than usual, but it was most 
likely due to Mr Carr familiarising himself 
with the plane or due to a helicopter being in 
the valley nearby travelling at a slower 
speed.

Cars crash

Some of the work will be 
moved to Gdansk while 
some will be integrated to a 
base in Leeds. 

Company bosses have 
stressed the restructuring 
will not affect cheese cutting 
and packing jobs at the 
Oswestry factory. 

Councillor Benyon, who 
also represents Oswestry on 
Shropshire Council, said: “I 
am very disappointed to 
hear the news. 

“It is not good news for 
Oswestry in these difficult 
times and not good news for 
the area. 

“The company is a big 
employer and it is a shame to 
lose any jobs. It is definitely 
a blow for the town. My 
heart goes out to anyone 
who will lose their job.” 

Company bosses say 
although 70 office jobs are 
under threat, they are hope¬ 
ful the business as a whole 
will grow, with Oswestry an 
important part of that 
growth. 

The merger was com¬ 
pleted on October 1. 

Spokesman Will Sander¬ 
son said bosses were ‘identi¬ 
fying and maximising’ 
opportunities on how to get 
the best out of the two com¬ 
panies’. 

He added: “It should be 
stressed these proposals are 
solely related to the merger 
and not a reflection of the 
hard work, loyalty and com¬ 
mitment shown by our col¬ 
leagues to the business.”

I'm finally being heard, says 
Jimmy Savile abuse victim

A WOMAN from a village near Oswestry who 
claims she was abused by Jimmy Savile has 
told a television documentary that she is 
relieved she is ‘finally being believed’. 

Karin Ward, 54, who is from St Martins, near Oswestry, made 
the comments during a Panorama investigation which was 
broadcast on BBC1 on Tuesday night.’ 

She was one of three people to be interviewed for the programme 
which was investigating how much the 
BBC knew about what Savile was doing. 

The mother-of-four had previously been 
interviewed last November for a News- 
night investigation into claims that Savile 
was a paedophile. 

During the Panorama programme Miss 
Ward spoke about how she felt when the 
Newsnight programme was dropped in 
favour of televised tributes to the former 
BBC Radio DJ after his death last October. 

She said: “To me it just meant that yet 
again I hadn’t been believed. 

“But I’d spent my whole life not being 
believed. 

Pushed 

“It was hurtful and tough because I had 
been pushed so hard to do it when I didn’t 
want to, and I wasn’t very well. I had can¬ 
cer. 

“In the end I said ‘okay’.” 

Newsnight reporter Liz MacKeen told 
the programme that she and other people 
working directly on the report hadn’t 
found any reason to doubt Miss Ward’s 
story. 

“We found Karin very credible but that 
on its own wasn’t going to make this,” she 
said. 

“Then we found other women who were 
willing to give us quotes. 

“They were all telling the same story,.” 
Since Miss Ward’s interview with 
Newsnight, an ITV investigation into 
Savile was broadcast, sparking dozens 
more people to come forward with their 
allegations. 

Miss Ward told the programme that 
while she was now finding that her story 
was being believed, she was still finding it 
difficult to deal with. 

“At the moment it’s not so good because 
I don’t really know how to cope with it,” 
she said. 

“But one day I will and then it will be 
good,” she told the documentary.

The court was told Mr Davies was woken 
from his sleep in the early hours by Phillips 
leaning over him. Phillips had a towel over 
his head and a hat to disguise his features. 

The court was told when Mr Davies told 
Phillips that he did not bring the takings 
home, he was threatened and then stabbed 
three times to the left leg. 

The screwdriver went through the flesh 
above the knee and came out the other side, 
the court heard. 

Mr Davies was forced downstairs and 
Phillips threatened to come back and kill 
him if he told the police. 

Phillips fled with a laptop computer, £120 
in £2 coins, some tobacco and a mobile 
phone. But he was arrested the following 
day after he offered the laptop to a taxi 
driver and paid for his fare in £2 coins. 

Judge Rhys Rowlands said that it was a 
terrifying incident. 

“You had been drinking, you had taken 
tablets, the burglary was planned and you 
went there expecting to get your hands on a 
large amount of cash from the club,” the 
judge told Phillips. “You armed yourself 
with a screwdriver and used it to inflict 
injuries on the victim.” 

Defending barrister Myles Wilson said 
that despite his drug and alcohol induced 
state, his client had told police initially that 
he was 60 per cent sure he had done it. 

Once he was picked out by the victim, he 
made admissions and expressed remorse.

Victims to 
face law 
change on 
payments 

COURTS should expect a 
rise in compensation cases 
in the next six months as vic¬ 
tims realise they will receive 
reduced damages under an 
imminent change in the law, 
according to lawyers in 
Oswestry. 

From April 2013 changes 
to the law governing ‘no 
win, no fee’ court cases for 
personal injury and clinical 
negligence will mean suc¬ 
cessful claimants will have 
to pay up to 25 per cent of 
their compensation for pain, 
suffering and past losses in 
legal costs. 

Kay Kelly, head of clinical 
negligence for Lanyon 
Bowdler, which has an office 
in Oswestry, said as well as 
the changes to ‘No win, No 
fee’ cases, legal aid was 
being stopped for most clini¬ 
cal negligence claims. 

Mrs Kelly said: “The fun¬ 
damental principle of com¬ 
pensation is that it restores 
the victim to the position 
they were in before. 

“But now as much as 25 
per cent, or, for example in a 
brain injury case, £100,000 
of their compensation could 
be lost on legal costs which 
previously would have been 
paid by the negligent defen¬ 
dant.” 

Experts are concerned 
that the injured person may 
have to pay the premiums 
from their damages, or take 
the risk of losing and being 
ordered to pay their oppo¬ 
nent’s legal bill.

Centre's treatment a lifeline 
for trauma-affected veterans

V eteran Shropshire soldier 
Mark Pashby MBE avoided 
crowds. To prevent aggravat¬ 
ing his trauma and flashbacks, in 
public he would sit with his back to 
the wall. 

“If I went anywhere I would have to sit in 
the corner because I could not have anybody 
behind me,” says former infantryman Mark, 
from Oswestry, who is undergoing treat¬ 
ment for Post Traumatic Stress Disorder at 
Combat Stress, which has a 27-bed unit at 
Audley Court in Newport. 

The ex-colour sergeant of the Royal Green 
Jackets The Rifles, saw action in Bosnia, the 
Balkans,and Northern Ireland. He saw 
‘some dreadful things’ in conflict zones. But 
this, says Mark, 51, is what you as a soldier 
are trained for. His condition, which resulted 
in anger, anxiety and depression, manifested 
itself when he had his nose bitten off while 
on duty in Liverpool. 

The effects of battle and service is clear to 
see at Audley Court where up to 350 veter¬ 
ans are treated for mental health issues 
every year. And last year saw a 10 per cent 
rise in demand for services. 

“It is increasing because of Iraq and 
Afghanistan,” says clinical manager Jim 
Banks, himself a former soldier. “Post Trau¬ 
matic Stress Disorder is the main thing that 
we deal with here. People leave the Army, for 
instance, and try to manage any issues they 
might have themselves, using alcohol or 
drugs or anything else that is available.” 

But, as Jim says, this inevitably makes 
matters worse and often leaves broken lives. 
Furthermore, the effects of trauma still need 
to be dealt with. 

“Initially there are thoughts about the 
particular incident the person was involved 
in - they might get images playing over and 


over again, nightmares and flashbacks, like 
a day-mare and you believe you are back in 
that situation. Some people become hyper¬ 
alert and are constantly looking for signs 
that they are going to get attacked,” says 
Jim. The suffering is often accompanied by 
symptoms depression, anxiety, anger. 

Experiences 

The treatment at Audley Court is second 
to none and nationally recognised. It is a spe¬ 
cialised service that is not routinely avail¬ 
able in the NHS or elsewhere else and is 
made up of a team of 150 staff, that includes 
pyschiatrists, psychologists, nurses, and 
occupational therapists, welfare officers and 
outreach workers. 

There is group therapy which enables ser¬ 
vicemen to share their experiences, while 
individual therapy takes one of two key 


forms: trauma-focused cognitive behaviour 
therapy and eye movement desensitisation 
and reprocessing. The latter involves veter¬ 
ans revisiting the horrors of their experi¬ 
ences while focusing on a row of moving 
dots. This moves the trauma to a different 
part of the mind where it is less sensitive and 
less likely to bother the individual, says Jim. 

It is a treatment that has worked wonders 
for Mark, who as a result he is sitting not in 
the corner of the room but right in the mid¬ 
dle of it. “Coming here for treatment and 
therapy has made a massive difference to my 
life - now I am ready for round two! ” he says. 

“I still get flashbacks and have night¬ 
mares but I am able to control them. Before 
I’d not even be able to talk about what hap¬ 
pened. I can’t praise Audley Court enough.” 

Tt costs just over £16 million a year to run 


Shropshire Combat Stress along with two 
units Surrey and Ayrshire. It receives fund¬ 
ing from the MoD and NHS, but almost half 
of running costs come from donations. 

Meanwhile, in the unit’s occupational 
therapy centre, the life-changing work at 
Audley Court is plain to see with veterans’ 
incredible range of oil paintings on the wall. 

These are the first outward signs of confi¬ 
dence returning. For the last year a group of 
veterans have been going along to Shrews¬ 
bury Town Football Club, to cook meals and 
enjoy the odd game of football. There are also 
drama sessions and computer classes. 

Occupational therapist Karen Miles said: 
“You can see people blossom.”

AM I ABLE TO MAKE AN UNFAIR DISMISSAL CLAIM? 

Q: I have recently been dismissed from my job on an assembly line at a local factory. The reason given by my employer was that I was not meeting the 
required standards of productivity. I was never given any target and I was never put on notice that my productivity was not sufficient therefore I was never 
given a chance to improve. I have been working at the factory for just over 1 and half years. I feel that I may have a claim for unfair dismissal but I have been 
informed by one of my old work colleagues that the qualifying period for being able to bring an unfair dismissal claim is now 2 years. 

A: It is true that generally speaking (although there is no qualifying period for certain types of case) the qualifying period for being able to bring an unfair 
dismissal claim is now 2 years continuous employment. However, this 2 year qualifying period only applies to people who started their employment on or 
after 6 April 2012. If you were employed on or before 5 April 2012 you will qualify to be able to bring an unfair dismissal claim if you have 1 years continuous 
employment (again, there is no qualifying period for certain types of case). 

You will need to discuss this matter further with a legal adviser as soon as possible as once it has been established that you have the required qualifying 
period of employment you need to establish if your claim has any merits. This step needs to be taken quickly as you have less than 3 months from the 
termination of your employment contract to file your claim for unfair dismissal at the Employment Tribunal.

Two ways 
to cut the 
benefit 
bill costs 


GEORGE Osborne believes 
the housing benefit bill is too 
high. 

If he wants to reduce it, he 
has two options. 

The first is to cap housing 
benefits for some and deny 
whole other sections of soci¬ 
ety (the under-25s) com¬ 
pletely. 

The second way of reduc¬ 
ing the housing benefit bill is 
to cap the amount that land¬ 
lords are allowed to charge 
in rent. 

This could be easily calcu¬ 
lated based on council tax 
band, average wage of the 
region, etc. 

This would reduce the 
welfare bill considerably, as 
it would mean working peo¬ 
ple on low wages would be 
able to afford commercial 
rents without having to be 
given a top-up from the wel¬ 
fare budget. 

It would also have the 
effect of making it less prof¬ 
itable to be a private land¬ 
lord. 

Inflated 

High profits from rental 
income and buy-to-let mort¬ 
gages are two of the main 
causes of inflated house 
prices, which is now pre¬ 
venting whole generations 
of people from buying their 
own homes. 

The result would be 
higher home ownership, 
fewer private landlords, and 
a vastly reduced housing 
benefit bill. It might on the 
face of it seem to be going 
against the free market, but 
in reality, it is merely cor¬ 
recting a market that is 
already rigged. 

Of course, it is the non 
wealth-producing renters 
who own more than one 
house who would be hit by 
the second option; the first 
only hits the young and the 
poor and the struggling. 

No surprise the Tories 
haven’t even bothered con¬ 
sidering the second option.

Council calls for rejection of 
1,000-cow 'super dairy' plan

COUNCILLORS are calling on the Welsh Assembly to throw out con¬ 
troversial plans for a 1,000-cow ‘super dairy’ on the outskirts of 
Welshpool. 

Farmer Fraser Jones wants to build units at his dairy farm at Lower Leighton Farm, 
Leighton, creating one of the first parlour-style facilities of its kind in Wales. 

On Tuesday, members of Powys County Council said they would reject the plans, despite 
the authority backing the proposals last year. 

The Welsh government has called in the application and is expected to hold a planning

inquiry in March. 

Last year, the planning committee said it 
was minded to approve the application 
despite it being recommended for refusal. 

But on Tuesday the matter was discussed 
again after changes in the council’s consti¬ 
tution and committee membership. The rec¬ 
ommendation from the meeting will be 
forwarded to the planning inspectorate. 

As members arrived at the meeting at 
Welshpool Town Hall they were met by Peta 
campaigners dressed in prison suits and cow 
masks holding signs which read ‘Save Us! 
Say ‘No’ to Powys Dairy’. 

Peta’s Abi Izzard said: “If the councillors 
want to keep the abuse of animals and pol¬ 
lution out of Powys, they’ll immediately 
vote down this proposal.” 

During the meeting, Councillor Dawn 
Bailey said if the development went ahead 
‘village life in Leighton would change for¬ 
ever’. 

Applicant Mr Jones also spoke at the 
meeting saying he had been a farmer all his 
life and said other farmers were expanding 
their businesses building by building. 

“I worked extremely hard to research the 
application,” he said. 

Council officers recommended refusal 
because the development is in conflict with 
council policies.

DRINKERS in the Welshpool area 
are being warned by the county 
council about the dangers of liq¬ 
uid nitrogen, following informa¬ 
tion that it may be used in 
alcoholic drinks. 

The council’s Trading Standards Service 
has joined forces with the Food Standards 
Agency to issue the warning after it was 
reported that the chemical was being used in 
alcoholic drinks. 

Liquid nitrogen is a chemical that can be 
used to chill and freeze food. Although it is 
not a toxic substance, its extreme cold tem¬ 
perature makes it unsafe for people to drink 
and eat because the human body is unable to 
cope with such a cold internal temperature. 

Colin Houston, the FSA’s Head of Inci¬ 
dent Management, said: “There are safety 
and handing guidelines around the use of 
liquid nitrogen, especially in relation to 
food. 

Inspection 

“We will be making local enforcement offi¬ 
cers aware of the practice of using liquid 
nitrogen in the use of cocktails and it will be 
something officers can incorporate as part of 
their inspection regime. 

“We’re also working with other depart¬ 
ments and agencies to investigate the issue 
and whether we need to take any further 
action.” 

Ken Yorston, the council’s trading stan¬ 
dards manager, said: “It is the owner’s 
responsibility to make sure that staff have 
been trained and are aware of the potential 
risks of using liquid nitrogen. They also 
have to appropriate safety measures in place 
to protect both their staff and consumers. 

“Manufacturers, retailers and businesses 
in the UK have a legal obligation to make 
sure that any and all food they are serving to 
the public is fit for human consumption.”

Town may 
gain from 
centenary 
with poet 

OSWESTRY could play a 
major part in the nationwide 
marking of the centenary of 
the start of the First World 
War. 

War poet Wilfred Owen’s 
links with the town could 
bring visitors from across 
the world and already a 
venue is being sought to 
stage an exhibition for the 
centenary. 

Businessman, John 
Waine, talking at a Wilfred 
Owen day in Oswestry this 
week, said that any serious 
tourism strategy must 
include access to the poet’s 
birthplace, Plas Wilmot, cur¬ 
rently the subject of contro¬ 
versial plans to build homes 
in its orchard. 

It was suggested that 
premises in the town, the 
town’s museum or space in 
the railway station building 
or the former Park Hall 
army camp, could serve as a 
Wilfred Owen centre. 

Nigel Tinsley one of those 
behind the move to make 
more of Wilfred Owen’s 
links with Oswestry, said: 
“It was suggested that Dean 
Johnsons Birkenhead 
museum ‘The Wilfred Owen 
Story’ which attracts visi¬ 
tors from all over the world 
and which is largely self¬ 
financing could serve as a 
model. The involvement of 
local businesses, especially 
hotels, in any tourism effort 
and a Wilfred Owen Trail 
were discussed.”

He said: “We were able to meet residents 
and identify various issues which need to be 
tackled. 

“An action plan is now being drawn up 
and I expect to see a draft by the end of the 
week. 

“Residents told us there were certain 
paths around the area which they won’t go 
down because of poor lighting so we are 
looking at that. 

“Arson and setting bins on fire has been a 
problem and we are looking at putting them 
in cages well away from the Castlefields 
flats to reduce the opportunity for people to 
set them alight and cause damage. 

“The estate in general is actually not too 
bad - the grass is cut and there is no real 
issue with litter - but it is a bit ragged 
around the edges. 

“The arson though remains an issue. It 
could simply be just one kid setting the fires 
but these incidents are causing some resi¬ 
dents to live in relative fear and we must 
keep working to try to identify who is 
behind them. 

“The action plan will spell out what we 
can do now but in the future I would really 
like to see CCTV cameras installed there. 

“However, funding will be an issue and we 
might find that although Castlefields has 
problems there are worse places which 
would get CCTV first.”

Remember rights when 
making choice of gifts

IT’S THAT time of year when we all 
start thinking about what to buy 
our loved ones for Christmas - but 
are we sure we are buying the right 
presents? 

It’s a time when normally sensible people 
suddenly make the most absurd purchases. 

Whether it’s knitted reindeer jumpers or 
CDs, Christmas trees across the nation will 
be littered with some regrettable purchases. 

Surveys suggest UK shoppers receive £4 
billion worth of what they define as unwanted 
presents over Christmas, averaging £72 per 
unwanted gift, and that 37per cent of us are 
even prepared to sell them on. 

So how, apart from listening much more 
carefully to your loved one before you brave 
the crowds, can you prevent that rictus smile 
as he or she tells you the tie that plays Jingle 
Bells or the sickly perfume, named after a D- 
list celeb, was what they always wanted? 

Madness 

What if in a moment of utter madness, you 
buy a Kings of Leon CD for your mum, whose 
musical development stopped with The 
Nolan Sisters’ 20 Giant Hits album in 1978? 

If there is nothing wrong with the gift, you 
can’t legally take it back - no matter how 
badly the present falls flat. 

That said, the vast majority of large stores 
and websites offer a returns policy of some 
sort, almost always linked to cover notes or a 
replacement for the item you bring back. 

In the case of CDs, software or DVDs, you 
stand no chance of a refund if the wrapper has 
been taken off the item. 

In addition, there are statutory rights in 
the case of online purchases - but you only 
have seven days the moment the item lands 
on your doorstep. If shops advertise a returns 
policy then it is legally binding, as is a verbal 
assurance from the shop - remember the 
name of the assistant you speak to.

Mother tells of escape after car fire 


A MOTHER has been speaking about 
her fears for her family after her car 
burst into flames on the driveway. 

An electrical fault led to the fire in 
Zoe Fisher’s Peugeot 307 car outside 
her home in Llanyblodwel. 

She and husband, Simon, had to 
wake their children, aged five, three 
and 11 weeks and lead them past the 
burning car to safety. 

The incident happened on Sunday 
evening, after the family had been out 
for the day. 


“We returned home and parked the 
car on the drive as we always do. About 
six hours later, at 11.30pm, a neigh¬ 
bour knocked on their door to say the 
car was on fire.” 

She said the flames had spread to 
damage a car parked alongside and a 
wheelie bin. 

“The heat was so bad that it cracked 
the neighbour’s window.” 

“We got the kids out of bed and went 
to the neighbour’s house while the fire 
service came and dealt with the fire. 


“Both the firefighters and salvage 
man told me they had seen instances 
where cars go on fire like this before. 

“I was really worried because we 
have a storage tank for our oil central 
heating. 

“I could never have dreamt that a 
car, that had not been moved for about 
six hours, could just go on fire like 
this.” 

Shropshire Fire Service said an elec¬ 
trical fault was thought to have led to 
the blaze. 


Simon is going to

A MAN from Gobowen will be putting himself 
through 24 hours of extreme challenges in 
New York to help raise cash for charity. 

Simon Griffiths, 21, has been selected to take part in the 
World’s Toughest Mudder event in America on November 
17. He will be expected to tackle obstacles which could 
include running through electric shocks, diving in ice baths 
and scaling high walls in temperatures down to about -6C. 

The obstacles planned for 
the event have not been 
revealed yet. 

He said the trail of chal¬ 
lenges was about eight miles 
long and competitors would 
have to complete as many 
laps as possible in 24 hours. 

Mr Griffiths, who will be 
celebrating his 22nd birth¬ 
day while in New York, will 
be raising cash for Help for 
Heroes. 

He said: “It is the first 
time I have gone to New 
York to do it. It is a new chal¬ 
lenge. My mates think it is 
cool but some girls say ‘you 
are nuts, what are you doing 
that for?’.” 

“I am excited more than 
nervous. It is a bit of fun. It 
is hard work doing a Tough 
Mudder event. To keep 
going mentally is as tough a 
physically.” 

Mr Griffiths, who has 
recently graduated from a 
physical geography course 
from Reading University, 
said the event was more of 
an endurance test than a 
race. 

He said that last year only 
10 per cent of competitors 
managed to complete the 
full 24 hours in New York. 

“I want to be in that 10 
per cent,” he said. 

Mr Griffiths’s biggest 
concern is surviving the cold 
temperatures. He will be 
taking a wetsuit and will 
also need a head torch for 
the dark hours between 4pm 
and 7am. 

“I don’t mind the electric 
shocks,” he said. 

“And it will already be 
minus temperatures before 
jumping in an ice bucket.” 

He took part in a similar 
challenge held in Kettering, 
in Northamptonshire, in 
May where he was finished 
in the top five per cent of 
competitors.

BADGERS found dead on a 
country lane in Shropshire 
were shot and dumped, a 
wildlife group said. 

The three dead animals 
were found on Wood Lane, 
close to Colemere, near 
Ellesmere, last month. 

Shropshire Badger Group 
said post mortem examina¬ 
tions confirmed the animals 
had been shot. 

Officials are warning the 
public it is illegal to kill 
badgers and want help in 
finding the culprits. 

Group chairman Jim Ash¬ 
ley said he believed the badg¬ 
ers had been dumped on the 
lane, just off the Ellesmere 
to Shrewsbury road, in the 
hope they would be run over 
to hide how they were killed. 

He said: “We believe the 
animals were killed else¬ 
where and then dumped on 
Wood Lane, on the night of 
September 20 or the early 
hours of September 21. 

“We think that they were 
probably killed reasonably 
close to where they were 
found.”

Region will not gain from 
power line, says politician 


COMMUNITIES in Mid Wales will receive 
‘no ensuing benefits’ should approval be 
given to a controversial 30-mile power line, 
the Welsh Assembly has been told. 

The claim was made by Montgomeryshire 
AM Russell George during First Minister 
Carwyn Jones’s weekly questioning session 
at the Assembly. 

Mr George told the Assembly the plans by 
National Grid to build the line from Mid 
Wales to Shropshire was only progressing 
because of the Welsh Government’s contro¬ 
versial renewable energy, known as TAN 8. 

He questioned what tangible community 
benefits there would be for villages and 
towns in the area which were affected by sig¬ 
nificant energy infrastructure develop¬ 


ments such as the building of windfarms or 
the cables and pylons to carry the energy 
produced. 

Mr George told the Assembly: “With the 
scarring of the landscape, years of transport 
misery, damage to Mid Wales tourism indus¬ 
try, the devaluation of property prices and 
the potential impact on public health 
because of effects of turbine noise and 
flicker amongst other things, I can see very 
little in the way of community benefits from 
the Mid Wales Connection Project going 
ahead.” 

And the AM warned the Assembly that 
the people of Mid Wales would not be 
‘bought off financially or otherwise’ by 
those supporting the power cable scheme.

Calls for 
help on 
sighting 
of flocks 

RESEARCHERS in mid 
Wales are asking for help in 
surveying wintering flocks 
of Golden Plover. 

The bird is nesting in 
declining numbers in the 
Welsh Uplands but in the 
winter the local population 
is augmented by large flocks 
of birds arriving from the 
continent and groups of sev¬ 
eral hundred birds can regu¬ 
larly be seen across the 
mid-Wales uplands. 

A study of these flocks is 
underway, which includes 
marking individual birds 
with coloured rings on the 
right leg. In order to under¬ 
stand the habitat the birds 
need and the size of area the 
mobile flocks cover we need 
to get as many sightings of 
the ringed birds as possible. 

Mick Green, of research 
group Ecology Matters said; 
“We are asking the public to 
let us know as soon as possi¬ 
ble of any sightings of flocks 
of Golden Plover in Radnor¬ 
shire or Montgomeryshire 
so that we can plot move¬ 
ments around the Counties. 

“If they are able to see any 
rings on the birds then 
please give us details of 
these as well.

“Please provide a grid ref¬ 
erence, date, approximate 
size of flock and if any ringed 
birds were seen.”

Campaign starts to improve 
care for dementia patients 


EFFORTS to improve dementia care in Shropshire are being stepped 
up as part of a national awareness campaign after it emerged almost 
100 people in the county aged under 64 are likely to be sufferers in the 
next decade.

It comes after a Shropshire Council report predicted 56 men and 39 women aged 30 to 
64 are likely to have early onset dementia by 2025. Now South Staffordshire and Shrop¬ 
shire Healthcare NHS Foundation Trust is supporting the campaign to raise awareness of 

dementia amongst NHS staff. Nationwide 
trends show one in three people over the age 
of 65 will develop dementia. 

Health bosses said it means health and 
social care professionals will have a key role 
in helping improve sufferers’ quality of life. 

Office of National Statistics projections 
estimate that Shropshire has a higher per¬ 
centage of the population aged over 65 than 
the national average, so dementia aware¬ 
ness has been identified as a key theme for 
clinicians in the county. 

About a quarter of all hospital beds are 
occupied with patients who have dementia, 
most of whom are over 65. 

Efforts are being stepped up to ensure 
those working with dementia patients in 
Shropshire are more aware of the condition. 

Professor Tony Elliott, the trust’s clinical 
lead for elderly mental health care, said: 
“There is a lot of work going on nationally 
about dementia with doctors and nurses, so 
this campaign is targeting a different, but 
very important group of hospital staff - 
porters, receptionists, volunteers and clean¬ 
ers, whose attitude can make a tremendous 
difference. 

“We want to raise their awareness of 
dementia and encourage them to take spe¬ 
cific action. For example, if they see a 
patient looking lost, checking they are okay 
and whether they need help. In particular, 
we are stressing the need to be very kind 
and patient and remember the person.”

MANY villages are losing their shop or 
post office, the pub or even the school. 

But the village of Llanrhaeadr, near Oswestry, is 
bucking the trend, with new shops, services and 
community buildings opening. 

The picture-postcard village attracts thousands 
of tourists each year, most on their way to the spec¬ 
tacular, Llanrhaeadr waterfall. 

It also has a thriving local community and last 
week saw the opening of a new chip shop in the vil¬ 
lage square. 

Jane and Tom Lister, who took over the Plough 
Country Inn just over four years ago bought the 
redundant parish council meeting rooms two 
years ago and have sensitively transformed the 
building into a traditional chip shop. 


“Up until the mid 1960s the Plough Inn also 
housed the village fish and chip shop in a part of 
the building that is now the pub’s restaurant,” Mr 
Lister said. 

Specialist 

He said the development had been a labour of 
love for many local people. 

“Every tradesperson working on the building is 
a local worker from Llanrhaeadr itself or a neigh¬ 
bouring village, including a local builder, plumber, 
electrician, painter and decorator, sign writer, 
tiler, flooring specialist, alarm and fire safety spe¬ 
cialist, carpenter, joiner, gas installer and many 
others.” 

Llanrhaeadr Ym Mochnant boasts a modern 
primary school, two pubs, a small hotel, a cafe, a 
newsagent, a post office, two grocery stores, a 
butcher, a church and a chapel and a newly opened 
dental surgery and most recently a newly opened 


public hall. Mrs Frances Hunt from the public hall 
said the village had a wonderful community spirt 
with a wealth of organisations ranging from the 
scout association to the theatre company and foot¬ 
ball team. 

“We lost our bank but after a campaign per¬ 
suaded the HSBC to install a cashpoint,” she said. 
A lot has been happening in the village recently.” 

“The fundraising for the public hall seemed to 
galvanise the community spirit in Llanrhaeadr. 

“Everyone really rallied round to help get the 
new hall built. 

“We had a lot of people come to the open day and 
already classes such as Thai Chi and zumba have 
started up. 

“We hosted the harvest festival recently and the 
hall is available for private hire. The hall is owned 
by the village, for the village.”

Student is 
spared a 
jail term 
for attack 

A COLLEGE student who 
struck a man in the face with 
a glass during a night out in 
Oswestry has been spared 
an immediate jail sentence. 

Emmelene Burgoyne, 22, 
of Coniston Road, Shrews¬ 
bury, admitted wounding 
39-year-old Scott Denyer at 
the Boar’s Head pub in 
Oswestry on March 3. 

She was given an eight- 
month jail sentence, sus¬ 
pended for two years, when 
she appeared at Shrewsbury 
Crown Court last Thursday. 

Burgoyne must also do 
100 hours of unpaid commu¬ 
nity work and was given an 
eight-week night-time cur¬ 
few. She was also ordered to 
pay compensation of £500 to 
Mr Denyer, who suffered a 
wound to his eye socket 
which needed stitches. 

Mr Mark Rees, prosecut¬ 
ing, said an altercation 
began between Mr Denyer’s 
group and friends of Bur¬ 
goyne in the pub. 

Mr Rees said at one point 
Mr Denyer stepped between 
two of those arguing. 

Mr Rees said as door staff 
moved into to remove Mr 
Denyer, Burgoyne struck 
him in the face with the 
glass. Small shards of glass 
had to be removed from his 
eyelid, he said. 

Mr Brendan Reedy, for 
Burgoyne, said his client for¬ 
got she had the glass in her 
hand and after she was 
pushed she had turned 
around and lashed out.

Lurking pike presents a 
clear danger to ducklings

IN the natural world, adjectives such as large, 
mean, ferocious, efficient killer and monster, 
don’t generally marry with shy, nervous, deli¬ 
cate and fragile. 

We could select a few of the first words to describe a lion, 
tiger, polar bear or crocodile, but would we also use words 
from the second list? If we were talking about their habitats, 
we might, but not the individual animal. 

However there is such a contradiction living in Shrop¬ 
shire. It’s a predatory fish which can grow to monstrous pro¬ 
portions, is a ferocious and efficient killer and would 
certainly appear very mean indeed to any animal that falls 
prey to it; of which there are a considerable number. 

Despite this, the pike (esox lucius) is one of the most edgy 
and shy creatures to be found around the edges of a lake. 
Quick to strike out at a passing duckling or hapless roach, 
yet just as eager to flee when a heron lands nearby or a per¬ 
son strolls past. 

The pike is an ancient creature. It’s one of the oldest 
species in the British Isles and certainly the most primitive 
freshwater fish. Fossil pike begin to appear in the record 
around 50 million years ago, and have changed little since 
then. 

Their design, brought about by natural selection, clearly 
works and being an excellent predator and the ultimate sur¬ 
vivor obviously go hand-in-hand, but what makes the pike 
so good at its job? 

I recently filmed the first program of my new series ‘Wild 
About Shropshire’ and chose the pike to be my first subject. 
I was fairly confident in finding one and enticing it to take 
the small lure I offered it. But what I hadn’t bargained on 
was how finicky they were to bite. Hour after hour passed

at our chosen water. Batteries wore down, clothes were 
drenched with pond water and sweat, and moods were at a 
low ebb. 

The sun even went in to cast an even gloomier light over 
proceedings. But then, as if by magic, there was a swirl by 
my line and a fish had taken the bait. (Pike are far more con¬ 
fident in duller conditions) 

It wasn’t a monster in size, but it was a lean, keen and 
energetic predator which demonstrated beautifully the tor¬ 
pedo shaped body, the superb camouflage and the needle 
sharp teeth of our greatest underwater hunter. 

There was however, precious little time to talk about 
neuro-masts (prey sensing devices on the pike’s head) and 


the lateral line system. A quick look at the animal’s teeth 
and its huge rudder-like tail was all I wanted to show. Not 
because they are the most interesting features, but because 
old esox is at heart, a fragile and delicate creature and one 
that ultimately deserves care and respect. 

As I slipped him or her back (mature males are always 
smaller than mature females) it was not just with relief that 
I realised we had completed our film, but a sense of rever¬ 
ence and privilege to have shared a moment with an animal 
like that.

Lights to 
go off in 
estates at 
midnight 

STREET lights in Oswestry 
housing estates will be 
switched off from midnight 
to 5am from April. 

Shropshire Council is also 
rolling out a midnight to 
5am light switch-off for 
main roadway lighting it is 
responsible for in towns 
including Oswestry. 

Oswestry Town Council 
has now agreed it will bring 
in the same times for foot¬ 
way lights on the residential 
streets and housing estates. 

Clerk David Preston said: 
“The lights are on a dusk to 
dawn timer. We are review¬ 
ing the contract to take into 
account the new times.” 

He stressed Shropshire 
Council had said that some 
areas, including Oswestry 
town centre, would be 
exempt from the midnight to 
5am switch-off. 

Mr Preston said the 
review would also look at 
how often patrols were made 
of town council lighting, to 
look for any repairs or main¬ 
tenance needed. 

The footway lights could 
also see a gradual change 
from the traditional orange 
colour to white - in a crime 
safety move. 

Town councillors have 
called for the review to look 
at changing the lighting as it 
needs replacing. 

They said white light was 
recognised as being better 
for safety. The white lighting 
also gives sharper definition 
for CCTV images.

A ROAD safety campaigner has added his voice to calls for improve¬ 
ments to the A483 near Oswestry. 

Thomas Casewell, from Llynclys, said a load carried by an articulated lorry ‘missed him 
by inches’ as it sped past last month as he walked from his home to his local shop in Pant. 

Mr Casewell, who has lived in Llynclys for 25 years and who three years ago called for 
improvements to the trunk route, said he backed a fresh campaign to have a bypass around 
the nearby villages of Pant and Llanymynech. 

Members of Llanymynech and Pant Bypass Action Group are calling on the public to

send them evidence of speeding and other 
traffic problems to support their case for 
safety improvements. 

Mr Casewell said: “I think they will have 
lots of evidence because in the last 25 years 
the situation has got worse and worse. 

“The pavement from Llynclys to Pant is 
so narrow. No way can wheelchairs or prams 
use it and even able bodied people struggle 
because it is so narrow. 

Slow 

“Last month an articulated lorry carrying 
wood came through the village. The load 
had slipped to the side a little and it nearly 
hit me, it missed me by inches. 

“I agree something really has to be done 
and that could be a bypass or perhaps put¬ 
ting in a chicane to try to slow traffic travel¬ 
ling between Pant and Llynclys.” 

Mr Casewell said he had measured the 
width of the pavement and at its narrowest 
point it was only 26 inches wide. 

He said: “The road has about 8,500 vehi¬ 
cles going through Pant every day.” 

The Llanymynech and Pant Bypass 
Action Group is calling for evidence of traf¬ 
fic problems on the A483 which it will pass 
on to North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson.

Stability control is standard across the range 
and six airbags are on hand to keep you safe in 
the event of a problem. An engine immobiliser 
is fitted to every model, as are deadlocks, which

prevent the doors from being opened even if a 
window is smashed. 

You get height and reach adjustment for both 
the seat and steering wheel, but finding a com¬ 
fortable seating position is not easy and the 
seats are a bit on the hard side too. 

Visibility is good and the controls are easy 
enough to get to grips with and although the 
dashboard looks the business there’s a little too 
much plastic for my liking. 

Air-conditioning 

Today’s station wagons have to be spacious 
and the Cruze scores well in this department 
with its huge boot and an interesting folding 
storage box to house those breakable items - 
great for shopping. 

The Station Wagon is marketed as a five 
seater and although there is ample space for 
four you just wouldn’t want to sit on the raised 
and hard middle rear seat. 

Entry-level LS models come with all the 
essentials, including air-conditioning, remote 
central locking and electric front windows. LT 
trim adds electric rear windows, parking sen¬ 
sors, cruise control and alloy wheels, while the 
range-topping LTZ Nav also gets satellite-nav¬ 
igation, Bluetooth, climate control and a rear 
view camera. 

The 1.7 VCDi (130PS) with manual trans¬ 
mission is capable of an impressive 62.7mpg on 
the combined cycle with a top speed of 124mph. 

Chevrolet is committed to taking a slice of 
the UK market and their massive sponsorship 
investment will ensure that the brand exposure 
will be maximised.

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Driving a new Golf 
in seventh heaven 


When a car designer tells you the 
fuel filler flap is “rather special” 
it’s not hard to deduce that 
many, many man hours have 
been sweated over the car this 
little metal cover is attached to. 

The car in question is the latest VW 
Golf, seventh in a line that stretches back 
38 years and more than 29 million cars. 
So yes, you could say getting the Golf 
right is important for the people in the 
design department. 

And everyone within Volkswagen itself, for 
that matter. A quarter of all new VWs sold in 
Europe are Golfs; in Britain it’s more still - 
almost one in three. 

So no wonder VW treads carefully when it’s 
time for a new one (it arrives here in January). 
To many eyes this latest Golf (Mk VII) is the 
best looking of the lot, and still very obviously 
a Golf. 



Back to the same designer quoted above: it’s 
important you can tell you’re looking at a Golf 
(any Golf) from 200 yards away. It’s a market¬ 
ing virtue enjoyed by few other cars, with the 
Porsche 911 and Range Rover on our 
designer’s short list. 

Volkswagen is proud of lots of its vital new 
baby’s features, but cutting up to 100 kilos 
from a car that’s longer and wider than before, 
and rather roomier for people and luggage is 
top of the list. 

This slimming regime means better per¬ 
formance, improved economy and lower emis¬ 
sions. A useful 23 kilos, the weight of a well 
stuffed holiday suitcase, has been shaved from 
the body alone, but VW says clever design has 
left it stronger and safer than ever. 

Among the safety upgrades are brakes that 


slow the vehicle after a collision (when the 
driver might be occupied elsewhere) to mini¬ 
mize the risk of a second impact. Buy a posher 
version and it will bang on the brakes by itself 
if it detects an impending low speed collision. 

There are, in fact, a host of safety and lux¬ 
ury features offered that have been drawn 
down from cars in the class above, including 
adaptive cruise control that keeps a set dis¬ 
tance to the vehicle ahead and suspension 
with five driver-selected settings. 

And talking of suspension, this new Golf 
rides quite beautifully, subtly levelling out the 
sometimes bumpy Sardinian roads chosen to 
show off the newcomer. 

Add in a quality interior that makes you 
wonder why anyone would choose a dearer 
new Audi A3 (a fine car in its latest guise, but 
a new Golf underneath) when they go shop¬ 
ping for a classless hatchback. 

Automatic 

The new Golf goes on sale here in January, 
costing from £16,330 for the entry level 1.2 
litre S to £24,625 for the range topping GT 2.0 
litre TDI 150 with the quite excellent DSG 
automatic gearbox. 

It took only a very few miles in both a 1.4 
litre petrol and 2.0 litre diesel to reveal a car 
that’s instant five star material. 

The 1.4 petrol impressed with plenty of 
punch and you’d never know that two of the 
engine’s four cylinders close down on light 
throttle openings to save fuel. 

You can hear the engine more in the diesel, 
but it’s a distant sporty hum that adds to the 
drive rather than proving a noisy distraction. 

Neither car has quite the nimble enthusi¬ 
asm for a corner you’ll find in a Focus, but they 
feel so grown up and polished you don’t want 
the journey to end. 

The designers must already be gently 
imagining what they’ll do when Golf Mk VIII 
is needed in a few years’ time. I don’t envy 
their task...
